WASHINGTON, April 19.—Spain will 
not receive official notice of the de- 
mands of the United States before to- 
morrow. She will then be informed 
that the Cuban resolution passed by 
Congress at an early hour this morn- 
ing is now a part of the laws of the 
lnited States, and an ultimatum will 
he sent in compliance with this law 
and an answer within a very short 
time, probably twenty-four hours, 
expected. Compliance is not expected, 
and a forward movement on Cuba will 
commence the latter part of this week, 
according to the plans of the adminiv- 
tration. 

The Congressional Cuban resolution 
will not be signed until tomorrow. The 
yitimatum to Spain wil! be signed a° 
the same time.

PLANS FOR THE ARMY. . 
Two Hundred Thousand Men to Be 
Piaced in the Field, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—Plans now 
being formulated in Congress involve 
the placing of about 200,000 soldiers, in 
round numbers, at the disposal of the 
government within a short time after 
the Cuban resolutions are approved by 
the President. This calculation is 
based on the folldéwing figures, cov- 
ered in plans already in effect or in 

contemplation, viz.: 

“Standing arm, 27,000; by eall for 
volunteers, 60,000; by calling out State 
militia, 75,000 or 100,000; by Army Re- 
organization Bill, 30,000. 

Leaving aside the present regular 
army foree, the second fourth 
items are practically settled on in com- 
mittee, -while the third, as to State 
militia, is being actively canvassed, 
and while there are differing views, 
they are expected to crystallize into an 
authorization to call out the numbers 
stated. 

The bill drawn up,by the 
partment. for introduction by Repre- 
sentative Hull, chairman of the Mili- 
tary Committee, authorizes the Presi- 
dent to eall for something lke 60,000 
volunteers, to be drawn through the 
various States. While this method ob- 
viates the legal technicalities involved 
in the services of State militia organi- 
ations, it is likely the volunteers thus. 
obtained through quotas furnished by 
the respective State and Territorial 
Governors, Will come from within State 
militia ranks. 

The plan of the Committee on Mili- 
tary to effectually put a large number 
of the militia at the disposal of the 
President is being formulated. Seme 
think 100,000 excessive, but Chairman 
Marsh and others regard the figures as 
cerservative. in view of the fact that 
the resolutions evidently mean war. 
The President, as now suggested by 
Representative Margh, can call out the 
militia at any time, and Congress fol- 
low up the Executive action by legis- 
lative enactment, providing for the 
President mustering them into the 
Inited States service. 

At the same time the Army Reor- 
ganization eRill recently recommitted 
by the House is being carefully pruned 
in the Military Affairs Committee to 
meet objections. It is proposed to ex- 
tend the army reorganization to the 
three-battalion war formation, and to 
the batteries of artillery ta 
“oo men each. This measure, it 
claimed, may bring ‘about 5000 more 
men into the regular service, to he 
adied to the present 27,000 regular 
troops.

GETTING READY TO GO. 


SENOR POLO DEB BERNABE HAS 
PACKED HIS TRUNK, 


Waiting for the President to Sten 
the Cuban Resolutions and Then 


He Will Leave Washington. 
French Ambassador to Have 
Charge. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The Span- 
ish Minister, Sefior Polo de Bernabe, 
has made his final preparation for de- 
parture, and is calmly awaiting noti_- 
cation that the President has affixed 
his signature to the Cuban resolutions, 
at which time the Minister will take 
his leave. He had expected this would 
come today and every arrangement 
had been made with that in view. 

Now that the signing is deferrer Un- 
til tomorrow, it is probable that the 
Minister and his staff will depart be- 
fore another twenty-four hours pass 
by. Before leaving he will transfer the 
legation archives and effects to the 
French Embassy. The entire staff of 
the legation will accompany the Min- 
ister. Their exact movements after 
leaving Washington are not made 
known, except that they will return to 
Spain at the earllest possible moment. 

The Spanish legation has been the 
eenter of great activity throughout 
the day. The Minister was up practic- 
ally all of last night, retiring shortly 
after daylight this morning, after hav- 
ing informed his government of the 
passage of the Cuban resolution, 

He was again at his desk at 9 a.m., 
communicating with his government, 
and awaiting the next and final move 
in making the resolutions effective. 
He saw a number of friends, mainly ol 
the diplomatic corps, and to them ex- 
pressed the view that all hope of a 
peaceful settlement appeared to be at 
an end, and that Spain now left with 
the United States. the responsibility 
for war. 

Being convinced that all hope of 
peace Was over, the Minister's personal 
desires were that the remaining for- 
malities might be dispatched as speed- 
ily as possible. 

Early this morning the large metal 

sign bearing the words: ‘Office of the 
Spanish Legation” was wrenched from 
its place on the gate leading to the le- 
gation and carried off by vandals. 
Minister made no complaint to the 
State Department, or to the police,. 
as he has sought to minimize the petty 
depredations against the legation, al- 
though this was the most flagrant one 
committed. 
Some of the foreign Ambassadors and 
Ministers called at the State Depart- 
ment today to learn whether the Presi- 
dent would sign the resolutions. They 
were informed by Judge Day that the 
President intended to sign them. This 
in turn was communicated to the for- 
eign offices, and was regarded as plac- 
ing the matter beyond any question of 
doubt. 

The representatives of the powers of 
Europe held no ,meeting during the 
day™ nor is any meeting at present in 
prospect. Those who have been most 
hopeful of the bringing about of Euro- 
pean coalition now concede that such a 
move is impossible. There seems to be 
a general plrpose among foreign gov- 
ernments to observe strict neutrality. 

Already it is said that Great Britain 
has taken steps, not only to maintain a 
passive neutrality, but to enforce it 
with arms if necessary. Two regi- 
ments of British soldiers are now in 
the British West Indies, and these are 
to be augmented by another regiment 
en route from Halifax. 

They are concentrated in the belief 
that the West Indies will be a center 
of conflict. and that the stress of war 
may lead one or the other belligerents 
to occupy neutral British teritory. If 
that occurs a British force will see 
that the territory is vacated, and that 
British soil is not used as a base of 
operations for hostilities for either 
party to the conflict. 

So far as is known, the French gov- 
ernment Will observe the same neutral- 
ity. It's West Indian possessions are 
considerable, and it -has several ships 
in those waters: Germany and the 
other powers are expected to take the 
same neutral attitude. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—SENATE. 
—Comparatively little business was 
transacted by the Senate today, all o7 
the Senators being fatigued on account 
of their long vigil last night over the 
Cuban resolutions. Consideration of the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill was re- 
sumed, and the wide latitude of debate 
permitted under the rules afforded op- 
portunity for some explanations to be 


made concerning the action of the 
Senate upon the Cuban question. | 
Mr. Cockrell of Missouri and Mr. 


Racon of Georgia explained the action 
of the Senate in voting against the con- 
ference report in the early hours of the 
Senate, and the colloquies that ensued 
between them and some of the Repub- 
lican Senators were spicy and interest- 
ing. A running fire of debate was pre- 
cipitated, which was participated in by 
Mr. Mantle of Montana, Mr. Cannon cf 
Utah, Mr. Mantle of Maine, Mr. Spooner 
of Wisconsin and others, the discussion 
lasting about three hours. 

At the opening of the session the ex- 
citing and momentous scenes of the 
past week had given way to a dull and 
somber routine. Attendance on the 
floor and in the galleries was small. 
At 12:27 p.m. a message was received 
from the House of Representatives, an- 
nouncing the signature of the Speaker 
to the Cuban resolutions. Eight min- 
utes afterward, the Vice-President an- 
nounced his signature to the Cuban 
resolutions. 

In accordance with his announcement 
made yesterday that he proposed to in- 
sist upon the recognition of the Cuban 
republic, Mr. Allen offered this resoli- 
tion, Which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations: 

“Resolved, that the political inde- 
pendence of the republic of Cuba, the 
Capitol of which is located at Cubitas, 
is hereby recognized by the United 
States of America as the lawful gov- 
ernment of the tsland of Cuba, and 
that the United States hereby pledges 
to said republic its friendly offices in

Mr. Pettus of Alabama presented to 
the Senate, as a war measure, the ex- 
penditure of $600,000 for a naval coaling 
station at Mobile. Upon the urgent re- 
quest of Mr. Morgan, who stated that 
other Senators were holding similar 
amendment, which their constituents 
were pressing, Mr. Pettus withdrew his 
amendment. 

In the course of a dry routine dis- 
cussion of a minor amendment to the 
pending bill, Mr. Cockrell of Missouri 
injected some life into the debate by 
throwing down the gauntlet to Mr. Hale 
for some utterances the latter had 
made during the Cuban debate. He ex- 
pressed the desire that Mr. Hale would 
use his great influence to get the Re- 
publicans into line upon the pending 
amendment. 

Mr. Hale expressed the hope that all 
Republicas would be found in solid 
phalanx in support of their President 
and their party. “I may be pardoned, 
too, for expressing the hope,” said Mr. 
Hale, tacitly, “that all Democrats and 
all members of other parties shall be 
found supporting, not the President 
alone, but the country, in all patriotic 
matters.” 

“[ too, shall welcome the day when 
men of all parties may join with the 
President in support of patriotic poli- 
cies,” declared Mr. Cockrell, “but if 
the President of the United States ex- 
pects me to be a tail to his kite and to 
swing along to his comet tails, he will 
find himself greatly mistaken.” 

Mr. Cockrell then launched into an 
extended speech in which he sharply 
attacked the administration and Con- 
gress for their action on the Cuban 
question, 

Mr. Cockrell, adverting to the pur- 
pose of the resolution passed early to- 
day, intimated that it would enable 
those so inclined to take advantage 
of the Cuban patriots. 

When he referred to the action of 
the Senat® and of Congress late at 
yesterday's session, Mr. Hale jnter- 
rupted him to inquire why it was that 
the Democrats of the Senate practically 
as a body voted against the action for 
Which they had been clamoring for 
months. ‘I understand,” he said 
“the Senator from Missouri may be a 
trifle sensitive over his’ vote of last 
night.” 

“Not at all,” declared Mr. Cockrell. . 
“I never was more glad of any vote 
that I ever cast than that I cast in the 
early hours of the Senate. The votes 
we cast were a manifestation of de- 
votion to principle, to the principles 
long upheld by the Cuban patriots.’ 

Mr. Hale then called attention to the 
forecast he had made last Saturday 
night which was in effect that the 
Democrats were opposed to any action. . 
He did not expect his forecast to be 
so soon substantiated.” 

Mr. Cockrell replied that when the 
question finally came before the Senate 
it was on the particular matter as to 
whether the recognition of independ- 
ence should be incorporated in the 
resolution, that amendment, Mr. Cock- 
rell contended, was the only point at 
issue on the final vote. 

“As a matter of fact,’ interjected 
Mr. Spooner, ‘‘this whole business was 
a party play—a Democratic party play 
—and they can’t put men on this side 
of the chamber in a hole by any exhi- 
bition of a ‘holier than thou’ policy on 
that point. 

Mr. Bacon of Georgia continuéd the 
discussion of the position of the Demo- 
crats, taking the same position he took 
last night, that as the Democrats had 
voted time and again in support of 
their position, so they voted to sustain 
it by opposing the conference report 
which struck out the provision for 
recognition of independence. He con- 
tended that as only matters of differ- 
ence go into conference the vote of the 
Senate on the conference committee 
report was only the ITurpie amendment 
for the recognition of the Cuban in- 
surgents, and consequently those who 
had voted against the conference had 
only recorded themselves in favor of 
the Turpie amendment. 

Mr. Bacon and Mr. Spooner fell into 
a technical discussion as to what was 
implied in a vote for a conference re- 
port in which many Senostors partici- 
pated. Mr. Bacon declared that the 
resolution would have become a law 
if the Turpie amendment had pre- 
vailed, the only difference heing that 
in that event the insurgent government 
would Fave been recognized. To this 
proposition many Republicans shouted 
“No, no” in unison, but none attempted 
at that time to explain the reasons 
for their dissent. 

All this had been in the way of in- 
terruption during Mr. Cockrell's 
speech. He resumed at this point his 
discussion of the President's policy, 
which, he contended, from the Presi- 
dent’s own language meant interven- 
tion in the shape of “hostile constraint” 
upon both parties to ‘the Cuban war, 
upon the Cubans as much as upon the 
Spaniards. He contended this 
policy only looked to a pacification of 
the island of Cuba, not to ‘the expul- 
sion of the Spaniards or the establish- 
ment of a republic in Cuba. 

Without concluding his speech, Mr. 
Cockrell yielded for an executive sSes- 
sion at 4:40 p.m. 

At 5:05 the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—The House presented a 
most desolate appearance when it con- 
vened at noon after the weary all- 
night sessicn. While the journal was 
being read, Mr. Hager (Rep.) of Iowa, 
chairman of the Committee on En- 
rolled Bills, brought in the Cuban reso- 
lutions, which had ben enrolled under 
his personal direction. The Speaker 
immediately signed them, and as soon 
as the reading of the journal was com- 
pleted, at 12:16 p.m., he announced his 
signature. There was no demonstra- 
tion. The enrolling clerk at his side 
seized the resolutions and hurried with 
them across to the other end of the 
Capitol. 

Mr. Grosvenor then, as a question of 
personal privilege, had read at the 
clerk's desk an editorial in a New York 
paper, commenting on his statement 
in the House on April 7, that the war 
would be fought under the banner of 
the Republican government of this 
administration, or it would not he 
fought at all. Mr. Grosvenor explained 
the circumstances under which the 
statement was made. He had been de- 
lighted with the record the Demo- 
cratic party had made, and in the 
sta‘>ment he only meant that as the 
prevent administration had three years 
to run that the war which was on us 
must be fought during its life or not 
atall. He had meant no reflection, and 
had appealed to both sides of the House 
to stand by the Executive, who had 
heen assaulted. 

“In this connection,” concluded Mr. 
Grosvenor, “I desire to say I believe 
this war will be energetically waged, 
both in a military sense and in the 
manner necessary to carry it on, and 
I believe the response 10 the call 
arms will be unanimous. There will 
be no political divisions. It will come 
from Democrats and Populists, as well 
as Republicans, and especially do I be- 
lieve the response will come from every 
southerner, and the whole nation will 
share the triumphant echo of loyalty.” 
(Great, applause. ] 

+ Mr. Dingley stated that in view of 
the fact that the House had been sit- 
ting all night. and that the members 
were weary, he would move to ad- 
journ.

PREPARING FOR ACTION. 


WAR AND NAVY DEPARTMENTS 
READY FOR THE FRAY. 


Army Being Mobilized Rapidly and 
Details of Equipment RBeing 


Hurried Along—Plenty to Do for 
Men and Officers of All Grades. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Military 
and naval preparations continued today 
with unabated vigor. Seven fleet steam 
yachts suitable for navigation in 
Cuban waters, were procured, and sev- 
eral bids for steam colliers were made. 
Arrangements are making to utilize a 
number of powerful converted smooth- 
bore guns, survivors of the late war, as 
armament. for the auxiliary cruisers. 
Many agents for ship-owners were at 
the Navy Department today, offering to 
sell craft to the government, but the 
prices are said to be excessive, and 
no purchases were made. 

The important event at the War De- 
partment was the decision to enlist 
only National Guardsmen ypnder the 
first call for troops, which will be very 
gratifying to the militiamen. 

Some idea of the cost of transporting 
troops may be formed from the fact 
that it was necessary to allot $1,000,000 
today to defray the expenses of the 
movements already ordered. Reports 
from all over the country this morning 
indicated that the movements were go- 
ing on with the most gratifying celer- 
ity. A picturesque condition of war- 
like conditions was presented right in 
Washington by the departure for the 
South of the Sixth Cavalry, and Secre- 
tary Alger, busied as he was with Offi- 
cial tasks, managed to take time to 
get to the station to see them Off. 

An allotment of funds for a balloon 
service shows that the War Depart- 
ment does not propose to ignore any of 
the latest scientific aids to warfare. 

PERFECTING DETAILS. 

“ WASHINGTON, April 19.—The prep- 
arations for action are about completed, 
and the work is now reduced to per- 
fecting details. The army is being 
mobilized and all that remains is to 
insure the prompt supply of all classes 
of equipments. As was stated at the 
Navy Department today, the market 
has been cleaned of available vessels, 
and it now comes to manning them 
and perfecting methods of communica- 
tion and coéperation. 

The O'Higgins was the last desirable 
ship of any size in sight, and it has 
been universally announced that all 
hope of getting her has been aban- 
doned. 

Gen. Greely, in charge of telegraph 
and telephone communication of sea- 
coast fortifications, announces that 
this work is in a gratifying state ol 
forwardness. 

Superintendent Kimball of the life- 
saving service, has conferred with As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt on employ- 
ing the men in that service for a reg- 
ularly ‘organized system of reporting 
war vessels sighted at points remote 
from ordinary ports of entry. Such a 
system will prove a valuable adjunct 
to the regular observation service. 

A novel departure in naval practice 
is the formation of a marine battalion 
which will accompany the North At- 
lantic squadron and be used for land- 
ing operations. The quartermaster- 
general’s department of the army is 
rushing work on tents and tent equip- 
age. Ordinarily Philadelphia gets 
these contracts, but recently the War 
Department has contracted for mak- 
ing them at St. Louis, New York and 
Chicago, also. Quite a consignment of 
tents has been allotted to the militia 
of the States under the act of Con- 
gress. 

The War Department will need about 
200 men as packers for the mule teams 
Jefferson Barracks. 

Gen. Wilson, chief of engineers, has 
furnished to the Secretary of War a 
list of engineer officers. who, with a 
few exceptions, are available to imme- 
in the 
field. It is most comprehensive and 
includes the names of nearly every Offi- 
cer of the engineer department 
throughout the United States. In or- 
der to take care of the important river 
and harbor and other’ engineering 
works in charge of these officers, 
pessibly will be necessary in particu- 
lar cases where the works cannot be 
entirely neglected, to double, treble or 
quadruple some of the duties of the 
officers in order that the service of 
others may be available in the military 
field of operations. In a majority of 
cases. the names are given with the 
general idea that the officials will not 
he called away from their present 
duties for more than a few months. In 
the event of hostilities the regular offi- 
eers of the War Department will 
promptly take steps to form a corps 
of officers especially detailed to assist 
the army in the field in the engineer- 
ing prospects. 


A NAVAL CRASH. 


Torpedo-boat Ericsson Collides With 
a Pilot Boat. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) April 19.—The 
United States torpedo boat Ericsson, 
while patrolling about ten’ miles off 
Sand Key, in the Gulf, about 3 a.m., 
collided with the station pilot boat 
Hero. The latter had no lights dis- 
played, and the torpedo boat, which 
was going at a rapid rate, camé upon 


her without warning. The bowsprit on 


the pilot swept the Ericsson amidships 
and knocked over the ventilators and 
upper works of the torpedo boat. En- 
sign L. A. Bostwick was struck on the 
head and badly cut. The bowsprit of 
the Hero was carried away, and she 
sustained damage on her port side. The 
injury will not interfere with her use- 
fulness in case orders for active service 
are received. Her commander says he 
is ready to sail at a moment's notice.

Commander-in-Chief to Lead the In- 
é vading Forces.

USE FOR OLD SMOOTH-BORES. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The 
| Board of Naval Bureau Chiefs is con- 
sidering the advisability of utilizing 
some of the old converted smooth-bore 
guns for the auxiliary cruisers. These 
guns are not really smooth bores at all, 
but are cast-iron guns lined with a 
steel tube fully rified.. They are not, 
however, breech-loaders, so they will 
be necessarily slow in aetion. Their 
weight is eight tons, and all that would 
be necessary to fit them ta vessels of 
the St. Paul and New York class would 
be the laying of a deck track and the 
fastening of a couple of heavy ring 
bolts for each gun. They fire a solid 
armor-piercing shot weighing 180 
pounds, or a bursting shell with ten 
pounds of powder, weighing 156 pounds, 
With an accurate range of from two 
and one-half to three miles they would 
be effective weapons against any tun- 
armored ship. It is the intention of the 
Navy Department to replace them upon 
the vessels by modern weapons, just as 
fast as the new guns can be turned out, 

Two assignments of naval commands 
were announced in the published or- 
ders today, Commander J. J. Eaton 
taking command of the Resolute, lately 
the Yorktown, and Lieutenant-Com- 
mander R. T. Jasper, now at the Naval 
Academy, faking command of the 
lighthouse-tender Suawanee in place 
of Commander J. F. Moses, who goes to 
the Albatross. 


GREEDY SHIP-OWNERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON April 19.—A _ great 
deal of indignation has been expressed 
by naval officers over the cold-blooded 
attempt of persons owning vessels, or 
acting as their agents, to extort from 
the government sums:‘of money largely 
in excess of the value of their craft. 
The same complaint is also made as to 
na ev kinds of military and naval sup- 
plies. 

The Navy Department has arranged 
to place some light armor on the four 
vessels acquired from the Morgan line, 
the Prairie, Yosemite, Yankee and 
Dixie.

FIRST CALL FOR TROOPS.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The au- 
thoritative statement was made at the 
War Department today that on the 
first call for troops only the National 
Guard would be given an opportunity 
to volunteer for service in war. As 
far as practicable, the State organiza- 
tions entering the volunteer servite 
will remain intact, the Governors of 
the various States being permitted as 
they were in 1861, to designate regi- 
mental officers, which will include those 
of the grades of second lieutenants 
to colonels.

concessions and reforms compatible

ists and to preserve friendly relations 
with America; whereas, the United 
States has all along persisted in 


seeking a pretext to interfere in the 
purely domestic relations of Spain with. 
her colonies, and has persisted more 
than ever since the advent to office of 
President McKinley in menaces’ and 
diplomatic notes, trying to intervene 
in the settlement of the Cuban ques- 
tion. 

‘So .much has this been the case,’ 
the speech will declare, ‘that the United 
States has constantly put obstacles in 
the way of Spain when by negotiations 
or military efforts Spain has been on 
the point of pacifying Cuba.’ 

“The speech from the throne will 
point out that the Spanish government 
has steadily resisted the American 
pretensions, while making all possille 
concessions to America on other ques- 
tions, and would have gone even fur- 
ther if America had only undertaken 
to respect the rights and sovereignty 
of Spain in Cuba. 

“The document will lay stress upon 
the fact that America has displayed 
increased hastility since Spain granted 
a suspension of hostilities at the re- 
quest of the Pope and the powers. It 
will make an earnest appeal-to the na- 
tion and to all parties to be true to the 


national traditions, to gather around 
the throne and to vote the supplies 


necessary to defend the honor and ter- 
ritory of Spain. 

“At the present moment = Spain, 
though essertially a military nation, is 
bestowing her chief attention upon na- 
val preparations, because everybody 
fully comprehends that, in the struggle 
with the United States the fate of Cuba 
and the duration of the war will en- 
tirely depend on the respective navies, 
The Spanish Minister of Marine, Ad- 
miral Bermejo, has done his best to 
furnish naval. preparations within the 
means at his disposal. He has heen 
well assisted by the officials of his de- 
partment. The first available squadron 
is now at Cape Verde,,.under Admiral 
Cerver, who went out with the cruisers 
Infanta Maria Theresa and Cristobal 
Colon and has heen joined there by the 
cruisers Vizcaya and Almirante Oquen- 
do with a view to protecting the tor- 
pedo flotilla. 

“This squadron is considered quite a 
match for the flying squadron of Amer- 
ica and may be ordered to pay an un- 
pleasant visit to North American ports 
if war breaks out. A second squadron 
will be formed at Cadiz, where Ad- 
miral Churruca is busy preparing the 
fleet. The idea is to concentrate, as 
soon as they are ready, the battleships 
Pelayo, now at Cartegena; Emperador 
Carlos V; now at Ferrol; Cardinal Cis- 
neros and the Numancia and Victoria, 
broadside ships. The cruizer Alfonse 
XIII and the Princess Merceda, the 
torpedo cruiser Maria Molina, three de- 
stroyers just received from England 
and three torpedo vessels. 

“Spain has in her merchant fleet and 
coasting population a large supply of 
able seamen, all having served in the 
Royal navy. and a strong force of ma- 
rines, among them three fine battalions 
just returned from service in the Phil- 
ippines. Admiral Bermejo has paid 
special attention to making use-of the 
fourteen largest steamers offered by 
the Compania Transatlantic mail line 
and the. other firms as auxiliary 
cruisers with crews and officers from 


the Royal navy and heavy and quick-- 


firing guns, which already have been 
placed on the fourteen vessels. Great 
enthusiasm prevails in the arsenals and 
among the seafaring population. Spain 
will do exactly what America does. The 
government would much prefer to make 
use of the auxiliary cruisers commis- 
sioned as regular War vessels,

MAKE THE WAR TERRIBLE. 

If we are going to fight with the 
heughty dons of Spain, we trust our 
government will overestimate the 
strength of the enemy, rather than 
underestimate it, and that we will go 
into this thing ,with a determination 
to make the slaughter end destrue- 
tion so terrific at the outset®that the 
will be one of he shortest in 
history. It would be bad policy to 
call out our troops in smell squads 
and have them used up piecemeal, or 
exhausted by the slow. processes of 
the climate of the tropics. We cer- 
tainly have the means at command 
to settle the question with the utmost 


speed, and it is earnestly to be hoped 


that while we are about it the call for 
troops shall be a big one and the 
forward movement earried on with 
the force of a leviathan. War means 
kill, and there is wisdom in making 
the killing so terrible as to strike 
terror to the Spanish heart. We can 
sweep Cuba as a housewife dusts off 
a bit of briec-a-brac on a mantel, and 
it should be our particular business 
to dust the treops of Spain out of thet 
island with a rush and a roar, Qur 
government will be wise if it at once 
calls an army of half a million men 
into the field at the outset, and not 
try any 75,000 business, which was an 
early mistake in our war of the re- 
bellion. And then when we start in 
let us hope that there’ will be no 
monkey business—no peace  propos'- 
tions and no dilly-dallying until the 
enemy has been whipped to a finish 
and we are in position to enforce any 
terms that may be demanded. ‘Those 
terms should be the expulsion of Spain 
from its last colony and such indem- 
hity as will pay back to this nation 
every cent the war costs. In this 
Way the nations of the world may at 
last be taught to understand that the 
United States stands by its convic- 
tions, and while not on a hunt for 
trouble, is ready to fight, if needs be. 
so long as there is a thread of the 
old flag left. 


FACILITIES FOR GETTING THERE. 

Since our last great contest. which 
eame to a climax. by the surrender oi 
the Confederate chieftain, Robert E. 
lee, thirty-three years ago at Ap- 
pomattox, this nation has so developed 
facilities for the quick transportation 
of troops, munitions of war and army 
supplies that one can scarcely realize 
are the conditions in 
Where in the 60’s our 
troops had to make long and tedious 
marches overland, or by roundabout 
and slow inland water routes. there 
are now lines of rdilway running in 


respect. 


every direction, which will make fhe 
massing of an army at almost any | 
given point on the continent a matter 
of but a verv few days at the most. 
Even should the Pacifie Coast be 
threatened, it would be possible to 
transport a force here’ within one 


week, whereas thirty years ago this 
section of the continent would have 
been absolutely at the: merey of a 
foreign enemy,-except itr so far as it 
might have been able to protect itselt 
with the forces within its own. bor- 
ders. 

During the last war a 500-mile 
march was a common occurrence, and 
fifteen miles is the average dis- 
tance covered, even by cavairy, in a 
day’s march, it will be seen that a 
month is easily consumed in trans- 
porting troops over the comparatively 
short distance of half a thousand 
miles. Of course, forced marches: are 
made in cases of emer- 
gency covering thirty or even forty 
miles a day.-Ny cavalry, but the 
usuaf marching ‘stint’ of a column 
of mounted troops is about as stated 


above.

It is easily to be believea 
ihat we could, if found necessary, 
throw an army of 100,000 men, or 
all arms of the service into Cuba 
within two weeks, and within a month 
could quadruple that number. Hence 
it is easily to be seen that in so fai 
as that island is concerned, the cam- 
paign promises to be not a protracted 
one, 

The contest which appears to ‘be at 
our threshold promises to give to the 
world some new ideas of the great- 
ness and power of the Yankee nation 
and its ability to carry out a military 
contract with neatness and dispatch. 
As fer the fighting, we may depend 
upon men to cover the Yankee name 
with glory and to put an added dash 
of color in the brilliant hues that 
blaze on the folds of Old Glory. 7 


WANTED—AMERICAN 
One of the embarrassments of the 
present situation in the anticipated 


set-to with the Spanish nation is the 
scarcity of tried sailors with which 
to man our ships. Of course this 


does not imply that our regular fleet 
is short-handed or deficient in good 


material, but it does mean that the 
governmental authorities are experi- 
encing difficulty in enlisting men o 


right caliber and qualifications to man 
the auxiliary fleet which has been 
created within the past sixty days. 
Commenting upen this } hase of the 
crisis, the Pittsburgh Dispatch says: 
“The work of recruiting able sea- 
men for the navy in view of a pos- 
sible wer with Spain, has so far been 


altogether unsatisfactory. Desirabie 
men, especially those of Americon 


birth or citizenship, are few in num- 
The thou- 
sands of hardy, keen-witted young 
sailors who have been graduated from 
the government school ships in the 
last ten or fifteen years, are nct re- 
sponding to the call to enter the naval 
service. The receiving ships for navy 
recruits are by no means _ over- 
crowded as those of England would 


these which prevail here, and in the 
event of actual war the government 
may be obliged to offer a cash bounty 
for the enlistment of competent ser- 
men in order to obtain the crews re- 
quired fcr our multiplying ships. The 
reasons for this dearth of voluntecr 
sailors of preper fitness are varicus. 
In the first place. the young American 
just graduateg.from a training ship 
is relucta o jéin the crew of & ves- 
gel saili under a. foreign flag, ann 
this reludtance is harcened into sworn 
resolve by the experience of a single 
cruise under the command of a 
brutal sailing master. In the next 
place the hitherto tedious growth of 
our navy and the languishing condi- 
tion of the American merchant ma- 
rine have so disccuraged his hopes 
of advancement in the maritime serv- 
ice that after leaving the training 
ship he has gone beck to shore life 
fully convineed that the larger opper- 
tunities of promotion and success are 
to be found on land. 

“Herein lies the real explanation ot 
the scarcity of able seamen in this 
country and of the difficulty which the 


government has encountered in enlist- | 


ing competent crews for ®ur ships ol 
war. The great trouble is that we 
have, practically speaking, no mer- 
chent marine to train sailors and keep 
them in service ready to respond te 
eall for navy enlistment. An ocean 
commerce is to the navy of the nation 
controlling it, just what the prepara- 
tory school is to the college or what 
the militia is to the regular army-—<c 
feeder and a source of supply to the 
higher branch, turning over to the 
latter the disciplined reserves who 
support the general organization ana 
make themselves a part of it. 

“Our naval power and our merchant 
marine have always advanced and re- 
ceded along parallel lines, and thes 
always will. If our navy is to be- 
great, our ocean commerce must 
keep pace with it, and be able to sup- 
ply it with men to make its _ fleets 
effective and respected. In their rise 
as in their deeay, the two branches 
of sea power are ihseparable and de- 
pendent upon eath other. Legislation 
to encourage the American merehaut 
marine means increased strength to 
the American navy, and any measure

A “PLEBISCITE” SCHEME. 

It is reported in a dispatch from 
london that the Dreibund, or Triple 
Alliance, comprising Germany, Austria 
and Italy, acting upon the suggestion 
of the last-named nation, has pro- 
posed to the powers that a plebiscite 
or popular vote be held in Cuba to 
enable the people of the island to de- 
termine the form of government un- 
der which they shall live. 

There is hardly a-remote_ possibil- 
ity that such a scheme will find favor 
with the European powers. There is 
at present a well-defined disposition 
on the part of Europe to hold aloot 
from the Cuban controversy. They 
appear to have rightly concluded that 
it is “loaded.” European nations, in- 
dividually and collectively, will doubt- 
less continue to observe this discreet 
neutrality, for not one of them cares 
to incur the enmity of the United 
States, Furthermore, the suggestion 
is, at the present juncture, utterly 
absurd, Conditions are such in Cuba 
that a plebiscite could not be held if 
one were desirable. If the combatants 
on both sides were to lay down their 
arms, and an election were to be held 
to determine the form of government 
for the island, it would be impossible 
to secure a full, free, and fair ex- 
pression of the popular will, so long 
as the rule of Spain continues in the 
island. A plebiscite held under Span- 
ish authority would be a ghastly 
iravesty. The Spanish officials would 
take good care that the verdict should 
be in favor of the continuation of 
Spanish rule, even though. five-sixths 
of the people were for independence. 
It would be like a game with loaded 


dice, and the people of Cuba would 


be buncoed. 

A plebiscite will be held in the isl- 
and of Cuba, in good time. But it 
will be held after the Spaniards have 
been driven out of the island. When 
the lest vestige of Spanish authority 
has been swept away, the pecple oO 
Cuba will be free to establish. their 
own government in their own way. 
Thon they can hold a popular elec- 
tion with some assurance that’ the 
public will will be honestly expressed 
and properly respected. The sugges- 
tion of a plebiscite at this time is a 
flimsy diplomatic expedient which will 
in no wise affect the policy of the 
United States in regard to Cuba. 


ANTI-WAR DEMAGOGY, 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
New York, under date of April 18, 
says: 3 

“Bishep Potter presented a set of 
resolutions against war at the m<et- 
ing of the Central Labor Union last 
nieht, but they were defeated by a 
vote of nearly two to cne. The res- 
olutieons were signed by the bishop, 
Ernest H. Crosby, Wiiliam Deen 
liowells, Boton Hall, Charles freder- 
ick Adams and John Cresby. The res- 
olutions are a mastelly arraignment 
of war and a plea for peace, couched 
in the most. persuasive language oft 
men’ renowned for their ability in 
the use of words, but they failed to 
stem the tide of patriotism. They say 
the destruction of the Maine ds a 
question o¥ fact should be left to arbi- 
tration; that the cruelty and oppres- 
sion of the poor in our own land is 
equal to that of Cuba; that war will add 
.the 
United States; that a Cuban republic 
would be mere cruel and oppressive 
than the Spanish rule; that the spec- 
ulators would make money while the 
workingmen ‘of the two nations shot 
each other down, and that a foreign 
war would interfere with the great 
battle for industrial freedom, which 
is more important.” 

Tt is conceded by all intelligent 
men that war is a great evil, to ke 
resorted to only in very grave emer- 
gencies, and after all reasonable ef- 
forts for the maintenance of peace 
have been exhausted. But the state- 
ments made by Bishop Potter and 
his co-signers, in the resclutions above 
referred to, are not justified by the 
Cuban situation as it exists today. 
More than this, and worse than this, 
the resolutions, if their purport has 
een correctly stated, are a rankly 
demagogic appeal to the prejudices 
rather than to. the reason and the 
patriotism of those to whom they 
were addressed. It is greatly to the 
eredit of the Central Labor Union of 
New York that this specious appeal 
met with an overwhelmingly adverse 
reception. 

The proponents of these resolutions 
evidently based their expectations ot 
favorable action thereon upon. the 
well-known fact that labor organiza- 
tions (so-called) are too often con- 
trolled in their acts and utterances 
by narrow prejudices and demagogic 
appeals to passion. The resolutions 
bear evidence of having been drafted 
especially for labor-union consump- 
tion, with the idea that they would 
go through with a rush, because ot 
their references to “the cruelty and 
oppression of the poor in our own 
land,’ the operations of “speculators, 
“the great 
dom,” ete. Under ordinary circum- 
such appeals, addressed to 
such an organization, would not have 
met with an adverse reception. ‘That 
in this instance they were voted down 
by nearly two to one is a significant 
and gratifying indication that ° pa- 
triotism is stronger than _ prejudice 
and passion.

TROOPING THE COLORS. 


How Sousa Electrified a Pittsburg 
Audience, 


[Pittsburgh Dispatch:] “Old Glory” 
was cheered last night by a critical 
audience, mostly in evening dress, un- 
til the rafters of Carnegie Hall rang 
again, and the women in the crowd 
were as enthusiastic as the men. It 
was the first performance in America 
of Sousa’s new spectacular and pat- 
riotic festiyai, ‘Trooping the Colors.” 
It was the “Star Spangled Banner,” 
and the peculiar aptness of the occa- 
sion that caused the patriotic outburst. 
The big audience got on its feet and 
remained so, cheering, whooping and 
|Sousa began his concert with a series 
of band numbers that ran the gamut 
from Wagner to ragtime, and each 
number was more enthusiastically re- 
ceived than the other. But the second 
part was what really aroused the peo- 
ple. They had been applauding in the 
ordinary’ fashion, with ther hands, 
through the first half of the evening, 
and demanding encores. But when 
“Trooping the Colors” began they were 
gradually worked up into a regular 
War-time frenzy. 

There was a chorus of about one 
hundred young women and men. With 
them on the tiers at the back of the 
mlatform were the members of the 
band. Then Sousa came forward in 
the white uniform with eold braid 
which is associated with Manhattan 
Beach. That started the han:iclap- 
ping. He waved his haton and the 
stirring strains of the militury trum- 
pet were heard in a cail to arms, As 
the echces died away the familiar 
strains of the fifes and drums play- 
ing “Yankee Doodle’ came from the 
back of the stage,: and tramping to the 
front were the three fizures cos- 
tuies, just as they heve been made 
familiar by the print of “The §F&yirit 

Twice they went across the. stage 
waving the flag, and the uudience ap- 
plauded again and again. 

As they took their position jn the 
center of the st #ze the brazen notes of 
the ‘British G) :nadiers’’ were beard 
and the U:.ion Jack of 
land came on, escorted by a 
guard of red-coated “Tommy At- 
kirses,” and again the applause 
was renewed. Then came the infantry 
of the Kaiser, and “Die Wacht a 
Rhein’ was sung and greeted with loud 
hendclapping. Following came a girl 
in white, waving the green flag of 
Ireland. An encore was accorded the 
Greus trio as they came with the 
Geneva-cross flag of Switzerland 
and sane a yodeling song, and the 
Same greeting was extended to the 
bare-knveed Highlanders, who came 
stcpping to the music of the bagpipes. 

but when the strains of “Marching 
Through Georgia’’ were heard in the 
cvurridors there was an intense still- 
ness in the house. Back in the cor- 
ridors could Le heard the tramp of 
armed men above the music. The 
audience waited. The escort made a 
tour of the building, and then came a 
band in the blue of Unele Sam. Cheer 
after cheer broke forth. Behind the 
musicians were the infantry, and the 
audience fairly howled. Behind the 
soldiers across the stage came a girl 
in White. waving the Stars and 
Stripes. Each wave of the flag seemed 
to tear an answering wave of feeling 
from the audience. Just as the din 
subsided there was a glimpse of more 
white in the entrance, and a detach- 
ment of sailors, in the duck service 
uniform, came marching on, 

Somebody cried ‘“‘Remember the 
Maine!" and the house went wild. 
Cheer after cheer broke from the crowd 
and they stamped and howled. 

As the sailors drew up at the 
lights the blue of>the army on 
side, and the white of the navy 
other, they were greeted wita 
salvo, 

Then the strains of “The Stars and 
Stripes Forever’ broke on the ear and 
there was silence. Miss Benzing: sang 
the solo, and the big charus joined 
in the refrain. As they did so each 
member waved a tiny American fiag, 
and the red, white and blue and the 
music seemed to set the people crazy. 
They clapped their hands, yelled and 
whooped. 

Then came the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,”’ and somebody in the body of the 
house cried “Up!” The hig audience 
rose to its feet and joined in the 
chorus, the men voicing their patriot- 
ism in»swhoops and the women waving 
their handkerchiefs. Twice the song 
had to be repeated. Once Sousa left 
the stage, but had to come hack, and 
again the band broke into ‘The Stars 
and Stripes Forever.” 

For fully twen.y minutes the avdi- 
ence would not leave the hall. Be- 
tween these numbers the drums gave 
the “long roll’ of the salute, the in- 
fantry presented arms, the sailors 
brought their cutlasses to their chins 
in homage, and as a big banner was 
‘yaved, the audienc? broke joose again 
in prolonged cheerine,

It 
is the hope of the founders of the 
National Volunteer Reserve that 
from two to five million patriotic citl- 
zens will be ready to form a part of 
this body, ready at all times to de- 
fend the flag.

Unseasonably hot weather prevailed 
part of the week, aecom- 


panied by high, desiccating northerly 
winds: the latter part was cool and 
mostly cloudy, with an occasional 


morning fog in the coast sections. The 
intense heat and drying Winds were 
decidedly injurious to fields of barley, 
and vegetation not under irrigation: 
the faint hope therefore.entertained of 
making at least a small crop of, hay 
was extinguished by the abnormal con- 
ditions which prevailed the earlier part 
of the week, though in a few localities 
some fields of very short barley are 
being harvested, with aprons attached 
to the reapers. Pasture has given out 
in the northern sections and cattle are 
being sent to other localities to obtain 
feed. Some damage is reported to apri- 
cots and walnuts from the hot, drying 
winds, but no material injury 1csulted 
to deciduous fruits which gave indica- 
tions of a fair yield. Peach, plum, 
prune, pear, and cherry trees are in 
full bloom: loquats are in macket;: 
alfalfa fields are doing well.

BOYS IN BLUE. 


PRESIDIO TROOPS WILL BE HERE 
TODAY. 


Crowds Will Greet Them at the 
River Station and Supply Them 
With Fresh Fruit—Chamber of 
Commerce Takes the Lead, 


Los Angeles will receive her first in- 
vasion in the impending war between 
the United States and Spain today 
when the first trainload “of United 
States regulars ‘will arrive at the 
River station en route to New Orleans 
from the Presidio. This will be but the 
first of several trainloads of troops 
from the same place to pass through 
Los Angeles, for practically the entire 
ferce at the Presidio has been ordered 
East, only enough men. being left there 
to perform the necessary guard and 
police duties. The train, which left 
Oakland about 1. o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, carries light batteries C and 
F, Third Artillery, with their horses 
and all ‘marching equipment. The 
horses are, of course, being: carried in 
freight cars as are the guns. The ar- 
tiderymen travel in tourist cars, while 
the officers occupy Pullmans. The 
infantry and cavalry will follow later, 
probably tomorrow, and by Thursday 
night it is expected that all of the 
Presidio troops will have passed 


through the city to what will almost | 


certainly be active service. 

That the arrival of soldiers will be 
witnessed by an immense crowd is cer- 
tain, for this sight of the troops may 
be the only touch the city will have of 
the coming war, unless the local com- 
panies of the National Guard are called 
into service, which is not at all un- 
likely. It has been suggested that 
Los Angeles should give the regulars as 
hearty a welcome as possible, and as 
the ride before them after they leave 
the city will be hot and dusty, no better 
way of making them remember the city 
could be suggested than that of fur- 
nishing them with such a supply of 
fruit as will last them for a day or 
two The Chamber of Commerce has 
prepared to give them a quantity of 
fruit which will be taken to the depot 
early this morning. Any person wish- 
ing to make a similar contribution may 
do so, It will be necessary, however, 
to get the fruit in the depot early if the 
train is to be reached with it because 
the crowd is expected to be su large as 
to make the easy handling of boxes of 
fruit difficult The train will switch 
at River station and will not come to 
the Arcade depot. 

As the soldiers are traveling on a 
special train it is, of course, impossible 
to announce just the hour they will 
reach Los Angeles. From the railroad 
Officials early this morning it was 
learned that the train will reach here 
between 3 and 4 o'clock p. m. 

Tt is suggested that now is the time 
to fling “Old Glory” to the breeze, and 
every flag in Los Angeles should be dis- 
played today.

TACOMA (Wash.,) April 19.—[Exelu- 
sive Dispatch.] The latest novelty in 
marine. construction is a double-bot- 
tomed steamboat intended for both 
ocean and Yukon River navigation. It 
was towed into port this morning, hav- 
ing been built by Capt. Wouson, who 
operated the steamer St. Michael on 
Yukon River last summer. 

In October Wouson returned home to 
Gloucester, Mass., and organized the 
Koyukuk Exploration Company, com- 
posed of sixteen Massachusetts men, 
who will sai) with him May 1 tn his 
peculiar crv... Sirs. Wouson will ac- 
company the party as housekeeper. 

With a view of best meeting his com- 
panions’ requirements and comforts, 
Wouson has constructed ai  75-foot 
Steamer with a 20-foot beam, and 4- 
foot depth hold. Though primarily.a 
flat-bottomed boat, she has been con- 
verted into an ocean boat by adding 
a false keel of 19xl4-inch timbers, two 
large hilge keels, and two double pro- 
peller engines of high pressure. Thus 
equipped she will make the 2400-mile 
voyage to the Yukon’s mouth. 

When shallow water is reached, 
keels and propellers will be removed by 


taking out bolts. and a stern wheel 
substituted. She will then draw 


eighteen inches water, and he ready to 
ascend the Yukon and Koyukuk rivers, 
the latter being one of the streams 
that Wouson'’s company intend pros- 
pecting. The new craft today began 
loading fifty-five tons of supplies. She 
will be the first steamer to start for 
St. Michaels.

Rainfall Deficient—Unusual Heat. 


Crop Prospects Gloomy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 19.—The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the Weather 
Bureau's bulletin of the crop and cli- 
matic conditions throughout the State 
for the week ending April 18:

Cubans, is to thank the stalwart, lib- 
erty-loving American people for the 


staunch and unwavering sympathy and 
support they have given us since the 
commencement of the struggle for Cu- 
ban indenendence freedom. 

“T thank in particular the whole press 
of the United States, who, with very 
few exceptions, have so ably espoused 
our cause and supported us with un- 
Hine hing constancy. 

“Just as soon as the Spaniards are 
driven from the island, the Cubans 
Will call a new assembly to draft a 
constitution and elect a government, 
justas is done in the United States, 
If Spain goes to war, and I doubt very 
will. I think it will be a 
question of not more than four or five 


weeks When she will be forced to ig- 
nominiously relinquish her hold in 
Cuba." 


CUBAN STATEMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, April 19.—The foHow- 
ing statement on the Congressional 
Cuban resolutions was given out today 


at the office of the Cuban junta: 
“The resolutions as they stand 
are tantamount to the recognition 


of the Cuban Republic. The declaration 
is that the people of Cuba are free 
and independent. 

“While the Cuban people acknowl- 
edge allegiance only to the republic 
of Cuba, which they have established 
and maintained by force of arms, the 
only object of the. insurrection was 
the independence of Cubans. 

“This is provided for by the resolu- 
tions. The Cubans asked that before 
intervention there be recognition of 
independence. This was also provided 
for by the resolutions. Their desire 
to run their own government free from 
coercion is provided for by the fourth 
nat agraph of the resolution. 

“I'nder the circumstances the de 
mand made by the United States that 
Spain at once evacuate the island, and 
the threat that in the event of her re- 
fusal the land and naval forces of the 
United States will be used to compel 
evacuation certainly merits the deepest 
gratitude on the part of the Cubans. 

“Should force be necessary on the 
rart of the United States, there will be 
the most prompt cooperation by the 
Cuban government and its army. Coast 


pilots and practiced pilots will be 
placed immediately at the service of 
the United States, and in every way 
will the Cubans aid in expelli the 
common enemy. 

“To the patriotism of the erican 
people and the American press, the 


Cubans owe a debt of the deepest grat- 
itude and for the confidence which the 
American people have in them they 
hope to prove their worthiness. 

“The steadfastness with which they 
have pursued their ideal for independ-' 
ence, and the organization which they 
have shown in their fight against 
Spain are sufficient proof ‘that they 
will be able to maintain their independ- 
ence, and that peace wil] be their only

This illustration gives a comprehensive view of the entire United States navy. The tonnage of the first class battleships varies from 6,599 to 11,500. Their entire armament consists of from 25 to 45 guns each, and the roster of men, including officers and sailors, genere 
ally from 300 to 600. Smaller vessels have a proportionate number of men and guns. The Brooklyn and New York, which belong to the special class of armored cruisers, have a tonnage respective.y of 9,271 and 8,200 and an armament of 20 and of 16 guns. The gunboats, of a 
tonnage of from 900 to 1,700, carry from 12 to 16 guns. The terpedo boats, whose tonnage varies from 31 to 180, have 6 or 7 guns, and their entire crew always consists of 20 men.

Were these figures accurate, the Spanish navy would seem an excellent match for ours. Butin the totals here given are many vessels of obsolete type, others building are not yet equipped, and others so small as to be practically of ffo use in case of war. 


; The backbone of a fighting navy is necessarily the battleships and larger cruisers. When the list of real fighting ships on both sides is made up, all vesseis not in condition for service being eliminated, the totals will be found substantially as follows:

POLICEMEN MAY ENLIST 


THEIR POSITIONS TO BE RESERVED 
WHILE THEY ARE AT WAR, 


Patriotic Action of the Police Com- 
mission—Dog-catcher in Trouble. 
Saloon-keepers Must Pay Their 
Debts—Investigation Postponed. 


Members of the police department 
who may enlist in the military service 
of the United States in event of the 
now almost inevitable war with Spain 
will not burn their bridges behind them 
so far as their positions are concerned, 
by so doing. Atthe regular meeting of 
the Board of Pelice Commissioners yes- 
terday morning, a resolution was unan- 
jmously adopted the effect of which 


Will be to encourage enlistments among 
the ‘policemen. Ever since the War 
cloud assumed proportions ‘that indi- 
cated a fight. a number of the Los 
Angeles officers have been = making 
preparations to respond .to the e€X- 


pected call for volunteers, Whether 
they lost their position or not did not 
change their determination to go if 
they could possibly secure the accept- 
ance.of their proffered services, Some 
of them had inquired as to the. possi- 
bility of being reappointed upon their 
return and in order to put an end to 
all deubt on this score the Police Com- 
mission adopted the following resolu- 
tiens: 

“Whereas, war imminent between 
the United States and Spain; and, 
whereas, many brave fathers and sons 
are offering their. services in 


is 


our glorious colors over the possessions 
of Spain in the island of Cuba to the 
end that the horrors witnessed there 
the last three vears shall cease, and 
the people of Cuba be given absolute 
freedom and independence from Span- 
ish rule: and, whereas, members of the 
police department have shown their 
true love of country by declaring their 
intention to take up arms in the de- 
fense of their country, be-it 
“Resolved, that this commission most 
heartily indorses the spirit of patriot- 
ism thus exhibited; and be it further 
“Resolved, that it is the sense of this 


commission that in the event of a 
member of the department asking for 
@ leave of alisence for the purpose of 


enlisting in the service of his country, 
the same shall be granted on the un- 
Gerstanding that the said member of 
the department shall be reinstated 
when he so petitions.” 

EXCEEDED HIS AUTHORITY. 

From time to time since the present 
rigid enforcement of the dog ordinance 


began, complaints have been made to 
¢he Police Commission against the 
gsnanner in which the dog-catcher or 
his assistants do their work. Another 
complant was filed yesterday, which, 
wniess settled by’ that officer, will 
cause him to be disciplined .by the 
commission. The complaint is as fol- 
Jows. It is dated April 1l:

citizens and taxpayers. 

“Purthermore, I pray that your hon- 
orable body instruct the poundmaster 
to refund to me the &2 unlawfully col- 
lected from me by him. Dog-catcher 
Walters insisted this evening, when I 
protested to him against the outrage, 
that he has a right to go upon any 
man’s premises and take his dog. This 
1 consider an infringement of my per- 
eonal and individual rights, and “vith 
many others’ I emphatically protest 
against it. I, therefore, pray that your 
honorable body will take such Vigorous 
aetion in this matter as will indelibly 
impress upon the mind of the dog- 
eateher the fact. that citizens have 
some rights which even he is hound to 
respect.

Mr. Bassett appe:tred before the comn- 
mission and recited mere in detail the 
action of the dogz-catener at his rouse. 
The members of the commission stated 
that if the official had been guilty of 
such conduct he should be punished. 
The matter was referred to Chief Glass 
for investigation. He will report his 
findings at the next meeting of the 
commission. 

‘ MUST PAY THEIR DEBTS. 

In connection with the application of 
S. H. Duncan for a transfer of the 
license of Rudolph Schulte to himself 
for the saloon at No. 600 South Broad- 
way, Chief Glass made a report which 
caused the adoption of an order of im- 
to saloon men. The chief 
stated that Schulte had become in- 
debted to a number of firms in such 
sums that his business would not pay 
the bills. He had sold his place to 
Mr. Dunean, representing to him that 
all the bills were paid, After the sale 


‘the purchaser had discovered a num- 


ber of bills outstanding, and rather 
than have trouble he had paid most 
of them. The Chief recommended that 
hereafter the payment of debts be 
made a condition of transfers of li- 
eense, that is that where a saloon- 
keeper sells his place and leaves bills 
unpaid, that no transfer be granted 
by the commission ‘until all claims 
have been settled. The suggestion was 
favorably received by the commission- 
ers, and it was decided to establish 
such a rule, Hereafter all blanks for 
the transfer of saloon licenses will have 
attached to them slips, on which will 
be printed the werning to the pur- 
chaser of the saloon that unless all 
hills of the original holder of the li- 
cense are paid. the transfer will be- 
void. It is not the purpose of the 
commission to make itself a quasi- 
collection ageney, but the new rule 
is for the protection of merchants whe 
might otherwise be defrauded out of 
what was due them, and left with no 
means of collecting their claims. 
INVESTIGATION POSTPONED. 

Rev. R. W. Smith, who a week ago 
preferred charges against Patrolman 
W. J. Fifield, for the alleged illegal col- 
lection of a fine of $38 from his son Har- 
old, whom the officer mistook for one 
C. Smith, appeared before the com- 
mission to prosecute the charges. The 
matter was not acted upon, however, 
as it was desired that the investiga- 
tion be held before a fuil commission. 
It may, therefore, be a month or more 
before the charges are investizated, 
as Commissioner Preuss is away from 
the city ona thirty-days’ leave of ab- 
sence. A decision on the rvatter of 
the Gillott charges against Special 
Officer Foster and some of the City 
Jail officers was also deferred until 
all the commissioners could be jieés- 
ent. 

SALOON LICENSE TRANS#ERS. 

As no meeting of the commission was 
held last week there was an accumula- 
tion of applications for transfers of 
saloon licenses. George Bernhard and 
William Schneider applied for a trans- 
fer from George and John Bernhard 
at No, 104 South Spring street, the 
Palace saloon. <As the place has no 
entrance on Spring street. «‘onmmis- 
sioner McLain suggested that the ap- 
plication be returned for correction. 
This was done. 

The following applications for tranus- 
fers were granted Duncan from 
Rudolph Schulte, No. 600 South Broad- 
way: Charles G. Coe from Stoll & 
Engelke, southeast corner of First 
W. R. King and 
J. W. Briggs from W. R. King, No. 307 
South Spring street.

Chief Glass was instructed to rec- 
ommend at the next meeting the style 
of summer fatigue uniforms which 
would be suitable for use by the ‘police- 
men of the city. The matter had 
been in the -hands of a committee for 
some time, but no report had been 
mede. 

An invitation from Chief Janssen of 
Milwaukee to Chief Glass. to attend 
the annual meeting of the Nationa! 
Association of Chiefs of Police. to be- 
gin in that city May 10, was read.

TWO POLICE VACANCIES. 
Moffatt and Denedict are No Longer 
Members of the Force. 


Two vacancies exist in the police de- 
partment which the Board of Police 
Commissioners will fill at their next 
regular meeting. The places would 
probably have been filled yesterday 
had the members known of the exist- 
ence of the vacancies, but the fact was 
not discovered until after the com- 
mission had adjourned. 

In January Chief Detective Charles 
Moffatt and Patrolman Frank Benedict 
secured leaves of absence for three 
months for the purpose of going to the 
Alaskan gold fields. They supposed 
they could make the trip there and 
back in that time, if after arriving 
they desired to return. The under- 
standing was that if they did not re- 
turn within three months their pesi- 
tions on the police force were to be 
considered vacant. The time expired 
Monday, and the men have not re- 
turned, nor have they neen heard from 
for some time. It will not be neces- 
sary for the commission to deciare the 
places vacant, as that was a condition 
of their leaves of absence. 


WILL WAIT AWHILE. 


Bids for Hydrant Valves Will not 
He Asked for at Present. 

The new advertisements for brass 
valves for fire hydrants will not be 
immediately published again, the City 
Council having rejected all the bids 
received under the previous publication, 
but the matter will be postponed for 
some time. There is no hurry about the 
matter, and as the hydrants would cost 
the city about $1200, geveral members 
of the Council are of the opinion that 
it would be better to have the pur- 
chases made out of the funds for the 
next fiscal year, which begins July 1. 
In the mean time the fate of the pro- 
posed issue of fire bonds will be known, 
and the several improvements will be 


made together, if at all. The settlement 


of the water question will have some- 
thing to do with the matter, as at 
present the use of the valves would 
necessitate placing them on fhe prop- 
erty of the water company and later 
it is probable. that the hydrants will 
be owned by the city. —

BRYANT CASE EXIT. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY WILL ASK 
FOR ITS DISMISSAL, 


Lack of Evidence to Secure a Con- 
viction Said ta Be the Reason for 
Dropping the Prosecution—The 
Case Has Been Hanging Fire 
Years, 


E. I. Bryant, the real estate manipu- 
lator, who has acquired consid*rable 
notoriety through court proceedings 
and otherwise, is soon to be relieved 
of a felony indictment for 'and swind- 
ling that has been hanging over him 
for two years, Bryant was to have been 
tried before Judge Smith next Mon- 
day, but the District Attorney has 
finally decided to drop the case and 
all the witnesses who had been sub- 
poenaed have heen notified that their. 
presence will not be required. 

Bryant was indicted by the Grand 
Jury in 1896 on a charge of swindling 
Mrs. Harriett E. Hoxie. a widow of 
some means, who was led to invest-a 
considerable sum in some worthless 
notes secured by worthless mortgeges. 


Bryant engineered the scheme with 
considerable skill. He is alleged to 
have represented to Mrs. Hoxie that 


he had notes from Mrs. Emma Tewis 
which he was anxious to transfer. He 
claimed, that the notes were secured 
by a mortgage on valuable land. Mrs. 
Hoxie was taken out to see the prop- 
erty covered by the mortgagés, and the 
wrong land was shown to her. She in- 
vested in the mortgages ana afterward 
learned that Mrs. Lowis was insvlvent 
and that the land which was really 
covered by the mortgage was valueless. 
The matter was taken before the Grand 
Jury and an indictment was returned 
against Brvant. 

A demurrer to the indictment was 
sustained by Judge Smith and the mat- 
ter Was taken to the Supreme Court 
by the District Attorney. Judge Smith 
Was reversed, and the case was again 
crdered placed on the calendar for 
trial. So long a time has elapsed that 
it is hard to get witnesses in the case 
and the District Attorney has concluded 
that the evidence which he is able to 
secure is ‘insufficient to go to trial. 


GUILTY OF FPORGERY., 


J. A. Beardsley Recommended to 
Judicial Clemency. 

J. <A. Beardsley was convicted of 
forgery yesterday in Department One. 
The jury in their verdict recommended 
him to the mercy of the court. 

The case was rather a peculiar one, 


and it took the jury two hours to de-- 


cide whether or not Beardsley was 
technically guilty of forgery. Beardsley 
found or stole, an indorsed 
check on the Los Angeles National 
bank for $7 belonging to Mrs. Anna 
Shinkwin, who lives at No. 1208 West 
Second street, where he was employed 
as a chore man. Mrs. Shinkwin left 
her purse and the check in her buggy 
on her return from a drive uptown. 
Beardsley afterward said that he found 
it upon the ground; but whether he 
did find it or took it out of the carriage 
was considered an immaterial matter 
at the trial. 

The check was drawn by M. H. Mer- 
rill Baldwin and indorsed on the back 
by Baldwin. Beardsley took the check 


tio the bank and wrote the name of 
George A. Howard under the indorse- 
ment and Presented, the check at the 
window where it was paid. Beardsley 


said that he did not know. there was 
such a man in existence as George A. 
Howard, and signed the name because 
it was the first one that came into his 
head. | 

By searching through the city direc- 
tory the District Attorney was able toa 
find a George A. Howard, who is a 
well-known contractor. He was sum- 
monéed as a witness, ang testified that 
he had no. signed the check presented 
by Beardsley, and had not authorized 
anyone else to sign it. 

Beardsley’s attorney tried to con- 


vince the jury that since the defend- 
ant did not know the existence of a 
George A. Howard and could not there- 
fore have intended to defraud him, the 
offense was really not more serious 
than uttering a fictitious check. 


SUIT OVER A DITCH. 


Swain Wants Damages for His Trees 
That Were Cat. 

An appeal suit, growing out of a dis- 
pute over a water ditch, was on trial 
yesterday before Judge York in De- 
partment Three. The plaintiff is W. F. 
Swain, and the action is against the 
New River Ditch Company of Downey. 
The case was tried before Justice 
Young in the Township Court and a 
judgment for $200 In favor of the plain- 
tiff was awarded. From this judgment 
the defendants appealed. 

Swainowns a tract of land at Downey 


through which the New River Ditch

The Supreme Court Refases to Grant 
His Appeal. 

The Supreme Court decided yesterday 
that George Ebanks must hang for the 
murders he committed at the Mussel 
Beds in San Diego county over two 
years ago. Ebanks is a mulatto. He 
was sentenced to be hanged by Judge 
Torrance of San Diego county, but a 
stay of execution was granted, and the 
case was taken to the Supreme Court 
on an appeal from the order denying a 
motion for a new trial.

The 
estate consists entirely of personal 
property, represent¢d by stocks, bonds 
and securities, except real estate valued 
at $5800.

MAY BECOME SOLDIERS. 


Post Office Employes Can Secure 
Leave for Active Service. 

In the bulletin which is issued weekly 
by the Postoffice Department for.the 
information of employés of that de- 
partment, the following is made the 
leader in the current number, and is 
prominently displayed: 

“Order No. 138, 

“In event of a call upon any regular 
militia organization to‘enter the mili- 
tary service of the United States, such 
officers, clerks, letter carriers or other 
employés of the Postoffice Department 
or of the postoffices who may be a 
member of such organizations or may 
enlist in the military or naval service 
of the United States, will, upon appli- 
cation, be granted (as far as possible 
without serious impairment to the 
postal service) leave of absence with- 
out pay, their positions to be held open, 
awaiting their return, and to be filled 
during their absence in the military or 
naval service by such temporary ap- 
pointments or detials as may be prac--: 
ticable. 

“Leaves of absence under like condi- 
tions will be granted postmasters upon 
appligation to the department, at omces 
which can be placed in charge of per- 
sons acceptable to the sureties and to 
the department. Such leave can be exX- 
tended from time to time, but not be- 
yond the date of the expiration of the 
postmaster’s commission.

The Executive Committee reported 
that if thought desirable the Fiesta 
could be held and all the interesting 


| features given in such manner as to 


compare very favorably with any of 
the celebrations previously given. 

After some further discussion it was 
finally decided to postpone the Fiesta 
celebration until the matters of inter- 
importance now challenging 
the attention of the civilized world are 
adjudicated. The Executive Com- 
mittee was thereupon instructed to 
close up the affairs of the Fiesta with 
all speed, to collect from subscribers 
a pro rata proportion of subscriptions 
sufficient to defray all contracted obli- 
gations; the balance of all subscriptions 
paid in to be turned over to the First 
Brigade, N.G-C. to aid in its equipment, 
more particularly in the way of @ bat- 
tery of artillery for home protection.

Last Symphony Concert. 

The series of six matinee concerts 
given by the Los Angeles Symphony 
Orchestra under the direction of Harley 
Hamilton, came to a successful close at 
Music Hall yesterday afternoon.

Last New Year's night Lee was found 
by Special Officer Sampson in the act of 
firing a lot of paper and rubbish in 
the rear of the Colton House, at Fourth 
and Los Angeles streets, and was 
placed under arrest. While en route 
to the Police Station Lee made a bold 
break for liberty, but was recaptured, 
and was charged with arson. But he 
put up a good story, which was to the 
effect that he had lost a coin and lit 
the paper to assist him in his search. 
The special officer thought that per- 
haps there might be some truth in the 
Stcry, and so he did net appear to 
prosecute and Lee was discharged. ) 

As luck would have it, however, the 
Same officer and Lee collided . again 
about a month ago. Officer Sampson 
heard a great row in the San Julian 
House, corner of San Julian and Fifth 
Streets, and as he reached the door, Lee 
emerged. He saw and recognized the 
officer and tried to slide by, but was 
Stopped. While Officer Sampson was 
parleying with him, the proprietor of 
the San Julian came rushing out of the 
door, and charged Lee with threatening 
him With a revolver. Lee was fined $20, 
With the alternative of twenty days for 
carrying a concealed weapon, and his 
Sweetheart paid his way out of jail. 

About a couple cf weeks ago Lee was 
again arrested on suspicion of being 
concerned in the burglary of Conrad's 
saloon on Main street, but the charge 
would not stick, and he was let go. 
But last week he was again in the toils, 
charged with having held up one Harry 
Waters on the night of April 12. Lee 
met his victim in the saloon at the cor- 
ner of San Julian and Fifth streets, 
and got into conversation. The two, 
with two other companions of Lee's, 
left the saloon together, and the trio 
hustled Waters into a little dark alley 
close to Seventh and Main streets. They 
threw him down, kicked him, and Lee 
went through Waters's pockets and an- 
nexed $7 and a silver watch. The watch 
Lee gave to a young fellow named 
O’Brien to peddle the same night, and 
$1.50 was ,realized on the timepiece. 
Next day, however, it was recovered by 
the detectives, and. Lee was arrested 
and charged with the crime of highway 
robbery. 


A POOR CONSTABLE. 


His Wife Has the Children and Has 
to Support Them. 
B. A. Lugo, Constable of San An- 


tonio township, was up before Justice 
Owens yesterday on the complaint of 
his ex-wife, who wants him to support 
wholly or in part the children result- 
ing from the marriage. 

Mrs, Lugo, after obtaining a divorce, 
married Police Officer Arguello, who 
had also obtained a divorce from his 
wife. It will be remembered that a 
short time ago he applied to the Su- 
perior Court for the custody of his 
children, alleging that his ex-wife was 
an improper person to have them in 
charge. Mrs. Anguello, when ,the case 
was first called, failed to put in an ap- 
pearance, for the reason that on that 
very morning she was confined of 
twins. When the case did come to 
trial, however, honors appeared to be 
easy between the parents, so by mutual 
consent neither of them took the chil- 
dren, they being sent to the Roman 
Catholic orphanage. Mrs. Anguello No. 
2 sees that part of her husband’s gsal- 
ary of $90 a month slips away to sup- 
port his children, and so she made an 
attempt to bring her ex-husband into 
‘the same line of supporting his off- 
spring. 

But it appears as jf the position of 
Constable of San Antonio township is 
merely honorary, for since Lugo’s ap- 
pointment last March he has only re- 
ceived from the county about $23 in all. 
He stated that he had no resources 
whatever, and his ex-wife could not 
show that he had, and under such cir- 
cumstances Justice Owens dismissed 
the case. Rather strange as it may ap- 
pear under these conditions, Lugo de- 
sires to have the custody of his chil- 
dren committed to his care and is will- 
ing to support them. But circumstances 
alter cases, and while they are cared 
for by the mother he hasn’t a cent to 
contribute, even if he had the inclina- 
tion to help defray the expenses of the 
Arguillo household.

Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCTATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, April 19.-—-There are men In 
Wall street still who believe that not a gun 
will be fired in war between the United 
States and Spain. It is dificult to find whet 
they base this assumption on, but they hold 
it with sufficient tenacity to decline to sell 
out their holdings in securities, and they buy 
additional securities at any material dec.ine, 
These buyers were in the market at the open- 
ing today, and they sustained prices aucve 
the London parity, thus inviting sales from 
arbitrage houses and account for many 
thousand shares of international securities 
whith had been bought in London at the 
lower prices ruling there. The early declines 
in Londen showed a practical abandonment 
of the hop*s of peace, and the Spanish fours 
both in Londen and Paris dropped 8, per 
cent. This weakness of Spanish’ securities 
was especially demoralizing on Paris. Sup- 
port accorded to Americans in) New York 
against the opening here without change = in 
sentiment and London, and also in Berl rn, 
and later dealings there witnessed a recov- 


-ery in Americans, though the Spanish boncs 


continued to drop. This tendency continued 
in London even after the clcese of the ex- 
change in the trading on the street. It was a 
tendency that gave color to the belief in ce:- 
tain circles in Wall street that Spain is pre- 
pared to relinquish Cuba as a last resort. 
The -selling here for London account was 
nevertheless sufficient to effect declines all 
through the lists. The internaticnal stocks 
led in the trading, and nearly all showed de- 
clines of a point or upward. The bear trad- 
ers were to some extent causing a. slight 
rally from the lowest. There was at no time 
any heavy pressure of liquidation. Dealings 
were slightly larger than yestercay, and 
were much better distrfbuted, but the market 
was still very narrow, and there was no very 
big movement in prices. Operations in the 
money market continue very much restricted, 
though there is no apparent lack of money 
for call loans. on the Stock exchange, leans 
being made at 2 per cent. The tone of the 
exchange market was rather firmer. and 
there were no important engagements of gold 
for import. Holders of money are inclined to 
await the decision of the government as to 
a bond issue. The market for railroad bonds 
cont nues semi-stagnant, and prices generally 
declined Total sales were C5000. Uniied 
States new fours declined ',. and the fives 
coupon ‘4 per cent. in the bid price today. 
Others were unchanged. f

THE LATEST FROM ALASKA. 


Mrs. A. C. Miller has just received a letter 
from her husband, dated Sheep Camp, Alaska, 
April 3. It contains a graphic description of 
the snuwslide, already reported, when between 
fifty and sixty people were buried. 

“These people,’’ Mr. Miller writes, “‘were 
camped at the foot of the summit, and it had 
snowed so during the last two days that it 
caused slides to occur at that place. Last 
night some of these slides half buried some 
of these people, but they managed to eScape 
with their lives. So this morning they gvt 
together and started for safety to sheep 
Camp. They procured a rope, about two hun- 
dred feet lung, to use as a life line, and all 
took hold and started. They had not gone 
more than half a mile when those in the for- 
ward half of the line were aware of the be- 
ginning of the slide overhead. Before they 
could escape, it was on them, and they were 
buried beneath tons of snow. Those on the 
rear end of the line were only partially 
buried and extricated themselves without 
difficulty, and immediately set about the res- 
cue of the rest. Having only one shovel, the 
among the first to be recovered, but she was 
dead, although a man, right alongside, was 
alive. Half-way up there occurred several 
more slides, and under these are some tenis 
yet to be found, and it is supposed their own- 
ers are under them. Three bodies were taken 
out from one of these tents. Two were sleep- 
ing together, with their blankets over their 
heads, and the snow crushed in their tent and 
pinioned them in such a manner that they 
smothered to death. What an awful death!” 

INSPECTING OUR BUGS. 

Prof. L. O. Howard, chief of the division 
of entomology of the Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington, arrived in San Ber- 
nardino on Monday. 

Prof. Howard has just returned from a trip 
through Mexico, and his visit to Cal.fornia is 
chiefly related to the San José scale, a study 
cf its habits, and the prcposed means of 
eradicating the pest.

Prof. Howard will make a tour of the entire 
Pacbific Coast before he returns to the East, 
and will spend several weeks in California, 
investigating the different species of fruit 
pests and the several parasites that have been 
introduced to suppress them.

LONG BEACH. 


The Penelope’s Course to San Fran- 
cisco a Long One. 


LONG BEACH, April 19.—[Regular:Corre- 
spondence. ] Some of the seafaring men 
about here think that undue fear has been 
expressed for the safety of the schooner 
Penelope, because of the fact that the ar- 
rival of that vessel at San Francisco has 
not yet been reported. The Penelope eailed 
from San Pedro on the evening of April 6, 
so that she is now thirteen days out. At 
the time the vessel sailed, the wind was 
blowing from the westward. While the 
Penelope was lying at anchor at San Pedro 
the captain was asked whether he intend«d 
to shape his course so as to start on the 
northward passage close to shore, or to 
stand out for a long distance to the south- 
west and then take a northward tack. as 
the larger vessels do. The captain's reply 
indicated that he would take the latter 
course. In doing so it would have been 
necessary to sail about 300 miles in a south- 
westerly direction before turning northward 
this distance depending somewhat cn the di. 
rection of the wind. Should there be a lack 
of wind along the vessel's course it would 
net be strange if She consumed more than 
wo weeks in ma 10 ze Rew 
Francisco. mG passage to San 
A few years ago it was cust .

FORTY-ONE CITIZENS ENLIST TO 
ASSIST IN MINE LAYING. 


Dist.-Atty. Sweet Appeals the Cases 
of Tom Nop and R. A, Jones to 
the Supreme Court—Ballast Point 
Notes—One Rifle Ready. 


SAN DIEGO, April 19.—({Regular Corre- 
spondence.] At last night’s meeting at the 
armory, of Co. B, Seventh Regiment, N.G.C., 
at which Lieut. Meyler, Corps of Engineers, 
U.S.A., addressed a party of young men as 
to enlisting im a citizens’ corps for assist- 
ing in laying mines in San Diego Harbor, 
forty-one men signed the eulistment rolls, 
There was great enthusiasm manifested, 
and more enlistments are ready whenever a 
meeting is called. 

Lieut. Meyler, in telling the desires of the 
government, said the work was very care- 
ful and intricate, and that men of quick 
mental capacity and responsibility were 
needed. Experience was not uecessary, as 
they would work under the direction of ex- 
perienced engineers and electricians. But 
a careless or reckless man might do more 
damage than Spanish ships. 

The work to be dome in laying the tor- 
pedo and gun-cotton mines wouid require 
but two or three days, but in case of 
hostilities the newly-organized corps might 
be called upon to operate the mines. He 
thought employers would not object to men 
enlisting, as any patriotic mam should be 
glad to lend the services of his employés 
for a day or two, to the country in the hour 
when it needed friends. 

The officer said the would be glad to in- 
struct the new coOmpany in its work. The 
cables, wires, batteries and connections are 
on the way here, and are expected at any 
time. The paper signed by the volunteers 
is as follows: 

“We, the undersigned. citizens of the 
United States, hereby volunteer our services 
to the government to assist Lieut. J. J. 
Meyler, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., in the 
submarine mining defense of San Diego Har- 
bor, and such other work of a similar char- 
acter as we may be called upon to perform 
in case of an emergency, and we proinise to 
offer such services for a period not exceed- 
ing Minety days from date.”’ 

TWO CASES APPEALED. 

Dist.-Atty. Sweet has appealed the cases 
of Tom Nop and R. A. Jones to the Su- 
preme Court. Tom Nop is a Chinaman who 
was arrested for unlawful fishing in the bay. 
He was before the Justice Court, which dis- 
missed the case on account of Justice 
Garoutte’s opinion as to lack of jurisdiction. 
The case was taken before Superior Judge 
Torrance, who held that the Justice Court 
did have jurisdiction. Between the two de- 
cisions the Chinaman went free. But the 
District-Attorney will test the matter in 
the Supreme Court. It is of great interest, 
as it will determine the jurisdiction of 
Justice Courts in this State. 

The case of R. A. Jones, charged with 
perjury, was tried before Judge York of 
Los Angeles, who held that the charge of 
perjury was immaterial in the case, and held 
that the whole transaction hinged upon an- 
other point. The District-Attorney holds 
that the alleged perjury was a very material 
point, and will press the matter.

VENTURA COUNTY. 


THE CROP OUTLOOK NOT AT ALL 
ENCOURAGING, 
Netther Grain nor Corn Will Be 


Raised — Lima Heans Will not 
Exceed Fifty Carloads—Large 
Stock of Prodace on Hand. 


VENTURA, April 19.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] It is now a recognized fact amoug 
all pioneer residents of this county that the 
present year is the driest without exception 
since the drouth of 1864, when cattle and 
sheep, that roamed the grazing tracts, did 
from lack of feed. This season only five 
inches of rain fell on an average over the 
county last year. The average rainfall was 
fifteen inches. 

As to crop prospects, it may be said there 
are practically none. There are, of course, 
some exceptions, which are hereafter noted. 

Only on the irrigated lands may a good 
crop be expected. The lima beans, the prin- 
cipal product of the county, amounted to 
1600 carloads last year, while this season it is 
estimated that it will not exceed fifty car- 
loads. 


The wheat and bariey production last year | 


amounted to 600,000 centals. ihis season Oo 
grain will be threshed. There was i0v0,vW0 
centals of corn ‘ast season, while this year 
like the grain crop, there will be none. 

‘lhe farmers have sowed most of their bean 
ground to grain, expecting to get hay with 
little rain. At this writing there ate no in- 
dications that they will get any. in any fleids 
the growing grain is practicaiy Gead, il ig 
withered and not very high in‘any instance, 
The recent high temperature and hot Wiads 
also did much damage. 

A large number of farmers are irrigating, 
when it is pcessible. A great deal of this 
ground is being planted to trees, and with 
but few exceptions, where they are irrigat- 
ing farming land, it is being planied to al- 
faifa, the hope being to save the stock. 

The geet growers expect to get iight crops 
on moist ground with irrigation. On irri- 
gated ground likewise a large crop cf Onions 
a dnpotatoes will be raised. 

Already streams are as low as at any period 
during last season. It is probable, indeed, 
thmat late this summer many streams will 
be dry. 


There is no feed on the ranges or on the 


ordinary pastures. All the sheep of the 
country, numbering 40,000,as well as large 
shipments of cattle, are now being transferred 
to other territory. A few horses have been 
taken out, but many are killed for feed to 
stock hogs. 

Hay in large quanities is now being im- 
ported nearly every day, the last shipment 
arriving from Phoenix, Ariz. Good barley 
hay commands $20 per ton, while alfalfa hay 
sells for $17 per ton. There is now more 
produce on hand than there was last year at 
this time. The estimated amount on hand at 
this date is as follows: Barley, 65,499 bags; 
wheat, 25,000 bags; corn, 50,000 bags; lima 
beans, 1200 carloads; Lady Washington beans, 
150 carloads; other varieties of beans, 50 car- 
loads. - 

Barley is now quoted at from $1.25 to $1.30; 
wheat, at $1.40; corn, at $1.10; lima beans, at 
$2.10, and Lady Washington beans, at $1.60. 

There will be no fruit save in irrigated or- 
chards, which does not represent one-tenth of 
the total acreage. The apricots were dam- 
aged by the frosts, but the prospects for a 
prune crop is better than ever before. A 
large yield of walnuts is also anticipated. 

The produce on hand !s principally in the 
hands of the growers, except the wheat and 
barley. The present demand for produce is 
not brisk, nor yet can it be said tbat it is 
dull; it is ust medium. At the present prices 
the growers do not wish to sell. 1 com- 
mission mérchants and growers alike look 
for a general advance all along the line.

One train goes to Utah, 
via Los Angeles, while the other two trains 
g0 to Arizona. The sheep for Utah will be 
fattened and then shipped to Chicago. There 
are many lambs. Generally the sheep are 
very poor. 

SATICOY WATER COMPANY. 

After weeks of argument with the Board 
of Supervisors, the Saticoy Water Company 
now consider that they have won a victory 
over the county, by having the terms of the 
original contract monified so tuat the county 
agrees to maintain several thousand feet of 
water pipe, recently laid, for a period of fif- 
teen years. The original agreement was that 
the county was to lay teh pipe, and the 
water company was to maintain it; but the 
corporation claimed that the work was not 
done according to the contract. The water 
company has agreed to be responsible for al] 
damage sustained by connections.
